He was.in the past. above all, the 
leader of the parish, the "father" of 
a large family of tenants and 
villagers. 


He has been the mon to whom the 
local population have looked for 
guidance and encouragement in thelr 
day-to-day life, and ‘for financial 
ussistance in so far as his resources 
permitted. ; 

He htas traditionally been relled on 
to head the list of subscriptions to 
local charities, to ide over the 
magistrates’ Bench and attend quar- 
ter sessions, to assist in the reeruit- 
ment of the Territorial force and 
possibly to play u specially active 
part in county affairs as a councilor 
or alderman. .

_AMMUNITION 


Two ships recently left Bri- 
tish ports carrying a total of 
nearly 19,000 tons of chemical 
warfare ammunition, to be sunk 
in deep water with their, dan- 
gerous cargoes. 


One whs the Empire Lark, for- 
merly the German Kirsten Miles, 
which had over 8,000 tons on board, 
and the Leighton, a former Lamport 
and Holt line ship, which had over 
10,C00 tons. * 


Loading the Empire Lark had been 
a long and difficult process, as, the 
nmmunition had to be conveyed to 
the loading ‘point from various parts 
of Britain, and work. was consider- 
ubly delayed by severe weather. 
Further delays were caused by the 
discovery of  “lejleers'"—containers 
from Which jfis was escaping. 


The enable as much — chemical 
amimunitton as possible to be dis- 
posed of, these ships were stripped 
of anything at all superfluous, and 
all: useful equipment was salvaged. 
Scuttling charges were fitted and 
sealed by the Royal Navy, in con- 
junction with Ministry .of Transport 
technical . oflcers.. These charges 
were arranged so that they could be 
touched off electrically by the mas- 
ters from bonts at safe distances 
from the ships. 


12' Ships Alecady Sunk 


These two ships bring the total of 

s so fir used for this purpese 

sptember 1945 to 12, A total 

of 72,930 tons chemical ammunition 

has been disposed of by ‘this methed.

“—Ammunition~~with-~which-- these 
ships have bsen loaded was in the 
hands of the Service departments and 
was at dumps in different parts of 
the United Kingdom. It could not be 
disposed of by burning or nevtrall- 
sing. and it would have- constituted 
a menace had it been dumped over- 
beard, as the poisonous contents 
would have cseaped, resulting in 
damage to fishing grounds. It might 
even have proved a danger to ships 
or a menace on fhe seashore.
